Mr F C Howe, Federal Commissioner of fmmlgratfon, 
who is one of the best American authorities on m arine 
form erre, In d1se»is*!nr the relation of free ports to the 
development of soc trade said in part- 
Ships will go hundreds of miles out of their way to 
avoid ports surrounded by a tariff wall 
The only way. 
therefore, for a country with a tariff to compete in the 
shipping world with a free trade country Is to establish 
free ports at strategical points along Its coast line

has built up a carrying trade which before the war was 
seriously threatening England's suprem acy Hamburg, on* 
of the three Herman free ports, now ranks as the second greatest seaport In 
the world. Its total foreign commerce in 11113 being only $6,OOO,VOO under that 
of New York. 
The free port would offer great opportunity for financial operations, n o *

the railroads are able to take care of th em selves sod that their duty is to 
act aa attorney for the people oven though in so doing they deny Justice 
to the railroads 
it requires no argum ent to dem onstrate that the railroads 
a re entitled to ju stice equally w ith other citizen* and taxpayers. 
T hat they 
have not received it and are not receiving tt is perfectly su scep tib le of 
proof 
That they have practically no recourse in th e courts bas also been 
determ ined. 
The situation therefore is that the people, through th# lr representatives, 
must elect w hether the service* of the railroads shall be adequately com pen­ 
sated or not; and it requires no fortune teller or soothsayer to predict that 
ta the long run the service will take the class that is paid for and no better.

it was just what he needed. 
In 
this transaction. Mr. Davie said, 
the peddler was 
the only one 
who benefitted 
by the trades, 
and he was, as one farmer sold 
cheap, the other bought high, 
when if they could have gotten 
together and traded on an inter­ 
mediate basis they would have 
profited. 
It might

added 
that in lieu of having these ex­ 
changes transacted by means of 
the institute a good way is to 
put a little want ad 
in the Ad­ 
vertiser, and let it do the work.

It is a serious fact that the 
average production per acre in 
the cotton 
growing states is 34 
per cent less than it was in 1876, 
and, notwithstanding thousands 
of acre s of new land are being 
put in cultivation every year in 
Texas, 
the average yield per 
acre is steadily declining. There 
are several 
contributing causes 
to this condition each 
would call for an editorial ex­ 
position 
too lengthy

It may be summed up in 
a bad system of cropping, poor 
methods of preparation and cul­ 
tivation, 
robbing the toil 
of 
vegetable matter, failing to fer­ 
tilize and poor drainage and ter­ 
racing. 
Fanners who

the fertility of 
soils should 
cropping whereby the same crop 
would not follow itself ut periods 
of less than three years 
and 
better still four years.

This rotation besides 
improving the soil is the best 
safeguard against plant disease 
infection, a strong contributing 
j cause to decreased yield.
